Sept. l l — The 
house special com m ittee on post­ 
w ar economic policy laid before 
congress today a com prehensive 
“blueprint” 
of 
recom m endation* 
for the reconversion period stress­ 
ing the need for tax revision and 
a prim ary reliance on business, 
rath e r than governm ent, for pros­ 
perity. 
W arning 
th a t 
liquid 
savings 
m ay reach 150 billion dollars by 
w ar's end—nearly three tim e* the 
pre-w ar level—the com m ittee pro­ 
posed a gradual discontinuance of 
spending controls and conaum tr 
credit restrictions to avoid infla­ 
tion through “wild purchasing.” 
The report also carried these 
other m ajor recom m endations: 
Taxes — Federal expenditures 
m ust be held to “the m inim um con- 
| anstent w ith the proper function­ 
ing of governm ent.” Overall tax 
revision is necessary, w ith reduc­ 
tion of corporate Income levies and 
repeal of the excess profit* tax. 
The postw ar federal budget will 
reach nearly 20 billion dollar* an ­ 
nually. representing a charge of 
over 5550 a y ear on the average 
fam ily of four. W ith 1350 state 
taxes, this fam ily load will reach 
1900. 
Public W ork*- No federally-fi­ 
nanced em ergency w orks program
